LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A re- 


cent U.S. Health Departmant re- 
port which showed 
Arkansas 


leading the nation in new cases 
of venereal disease in teen-agers 
did not cause as much concern 
in the state Health Department 
as might be expected. 


"We have a better system of 


case reporting in Arkansas," 
said Dr. William Bunch, head of 
the Health Department's Divi- 
sion of Communicable Disease 
Control. "Actually, I don't think 
we're any worse off than o u r 
neighbors." 


The report showed Arkansas 


with 1,192 cases of venereal di- 
sease per 100,000 population in 
the 15-19-year-old age group. The 
figures for surrounding s t a t e s 
were: Missouri 658, Tennessee 
675, 
Mississippi 6%, Louisiana 


609, Texas 772 and Oklahoma 429 


The only area in the nation 


with a poorer showing was Wa- 
shington, C. C., with 3,753. 


The overall venereal disease 


report for Arkansas, however, is 
encouraging, the State Health 
Department says. It shows the 
state's rate of new cases 's de- 
clining slightly while the national 
rate is rising. 


.Health authorities fight a con- 


tinual battle against public apa- 
thy about venereal diseases. Be- 
cause they are sex-related, many 
private doctors do not report 
cases. Because development of 
antibiotics made them relati- 
vely easy to cure, the public 
isn't as afraid of them as it once 
was. 


The Arkansas Health Depart- 


ment wages its battle in two 
ways. It tries to educate doctors 
and the public about the disease 
and it tries to track down cases 
and see that they are treated be- 
fore the disease spreads farther 


One cases discovered, often 


leads to several more. The pa- 
tient got the disease from some- 
one. He may have had sexual 
contact with someone else. 


The Health Department checks 


the contacts in both directions. 
It has a staff of/seven field in-, 
vestigators to do this job. Often 
the investigators'tell a "contact" 
that he has been 
exposed 
to 


venereal disease before symp- 
toms appar. 


The two m a i n venereal di- 


seases are syphilis and gonnor- 
hea .Syphilis is regarded as the 
most serious, but both are dang- 
erous. Both can cause sterility 
if untreated. Both can affect un- 
born children. 


The Health Department's in- 


vestigators also conduct an edu- 
cational program about the di- 
seases. T h e y appear 
bfor

Storms Causing 
Heavy Damage

Gale-whipped torrential rains 


from the Pacific lashed Califor- 
nia; Oregon, Idaho and Nevada 
today for the third 'straight day, 
endangering scores of cities and 
towns and threatening to force 
evacuation of a city of 11,000. 


The Christmastime deluge has 


killed six persons, left three 
rescuers missing and 
forced 


more than 5,000 persons to flee 
before raging waters of a dozen 
flood-swollen 
mountain rivers 


and hundreds of streams. 


An amphibian helicopter car- 


rying three Coast Guardmen 
was m i s s i n g and presumed 
down 'after evacuating 10 per- 
sons from an. island in Califor- 
nia's Eel River. 


At Yuba City, Calif., 110 miles 


north of San Francisco, 
the 


Sutler County Board of Super- 
visors made a provisional deci- 
sion to evacuate the city's 11,- 
000 persons if and 
when the 


Feather River reaches 77-foot 
depth. The river was expected 
to reach 79 feet this afternoon. 


The river is backed up behind 


a levee. In the disastrous 1955 
Northern California flood, 38 
persons died when the levee 
w a s h e d out and the river 
reached 82.6 feet. 


Rampaging flood waters have 


forced evacuations in Guerne- 
ville, Crick, Fortuna, Klamath, 
Loleta,, Paskenta, Scotia, Rio 
Dell, Pepperwood, Weott, Myers 
Flat, Phillipsville and Miranda 
in Northern California. 


The evacuees found shelter 


with luckier neighbors, in near- 
by towns, hotels and in emer- 
gency lodgings set up by Civil- 
ian Defense and Red Cross.

statement seemed to hint U. S. 
aid to the war against the Com- 
munis Viet Cong might be cut 
off. 


L. Gen. Nguyen Khanh, com- 


mander 
of

Vietnamese 


armed forces, conferred at the 
presidential palace wjth civilian 
Premier Tran Van Huong. The 
U.S. 
statement came after a 


defiant broadcast 
by Khanh 


supporting the "Young Turk" 
generals who on Sunday dis- 
solved the High National Coun- 
cil, Viet Nam's provisional leg- 
islature, and arrested most of 
its members. 


The U.S. statement warned 


that continued U-S. support of 
the war in Viet. Nam is based on 
existence of a Saigon govern- 
ment "free of improper inter- 
ference." 


"We must take a stand on this 


one," an American official said 
privately. "Otherwise we face 
the end of American influence 
here, and there is too much at 
stake for that." 


• Khanh in his broadcast earlier 
Tuesday declared the military 
had a right to take a hand in the 
government if disputes and dif- 
ferences created a climate fa- 
vorable to communism and 
colonialism. 


Obviously referring 
to the 


United States, which is pumping 
more than $1.5 million a day 
into the war, he said: "We 
make sacrifices for th ecoun- 
try's independence and the Viet- 
namese people's liberty, but not 
to carry out the policy of any 
foreign country." 


New York Herald

reported that Khanh during an 
interview accused U.S. Ambas- 
sador Maxwell D. Taylor of 
"activities behond imagination" 
in attempting to force restora- 
tion of the High National Coun- 
cil. 


Miss Deepe said Khanh old 


her if Taylor "does not act more 
intelligently, the United States 
will lose Southeast Asia and we 
will lose our freedom." 


The 
Washington statement 


said: "Ambassador Taylor has 
aeen acting throughout with the 
full support of the U.S. govern- 
ment." 


The High National Council 


was set up three months ago as 
a 17-man body to serve as a leg- 
islature while South Viet Nam 
proceeded from military to ci- 
vilian rule. The council appoint- 
ed Phan Khac Suu as chief of 
state and Huong as premier. 
Dissension developed within the 
council, and by last weekend 
only nine members Were still 
active in it.

East, the Great Lakes region 
and the Southeast. 


In Ketchum, Idaho, 42 inches

towns with a total population of 
2,500 were evacuated Monday 
when the rain-swollen Eel River 
reached flood stage. The resi- 
dents of Weott and Myrs Plat 
were taken to neighboring com- 
munities in the area 220 miles 
north of San Francisco. 


The Weather Bureau 
said 


heavy rainfall would push the 
river over its banks at 22 feet. 


Some 50 families in the John- 


son Creek area of suburban

JBC Will Try 
to Head Off 
Floor Fight

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Little 


River County Rep. M a r i o n 
Crank believes the legislative 
Joint B u d g e t Committee can 
head off a threatened floor fight 
over distributio nof general rev- 
enues. 


Crank, retiring speaker of the 


House and an expert in legisla- 
tive fiscal matters, was House 
chairman of the Joint Budget 
Committee for two sessions be- 
fore he became speaker. He 
will take the job again if the 
now speaker askes him to. 


The Legislative C o u n c i l , 


which completed its b u d g e t 
work Thursday, left as lot for 
the Joint Budget Committee to 
do. 


Specifically, it asked the com- 


mittee to keep an eye out for 
additional general revenue fund 
so that $4.5 million cut Thurs- 
day from th budgets of the Un- 
iversity of Arkansas and seven 
state colleges can be restored. 


The committee also is expect- 


ed to tackle the 
problem of 


State Police financing, a topic 
evaded by the council. 


The work of the Joint Budget 


Committee hasn't been too hard 
in the last three sessions. In 
each of these, the committee 
was dealing with budget re- 
quests which were within rev- 
enue expectations. 
It simnly 


had to settle some minor dis- 
putes about where certain new 
money was to go. 


This year the budget prob- 


lems will not be easy of solu- 
tion. The Legislative Council did 
not make a realistic effort to 
keep budgets in line with ex- 
pected revenues. Faces with 
budgt 
requests 
totaling 
$163 


million a year and revenue esti- 
mates of $146 million in the first 
year .of the biennium and $157 
million in the second year, the 
council decided to appropriate 
on a basis of the second and 
higher figure. 


This left the job of cutting $6 


million from the budgets. The 
council toiled and fretted. It cut 
slightly over $1 million from the 
budgets of such agencies as the 
F o r e s t r y Commission, Chil- 
dren's Colony and Health De- 
partment. But it thrust the ma- 
jor weight of the budge cut on 
the instiuions of higher learn- 
ing and mos oi' the council 
members seemed to realize that 
something will have to be done 
if the colleges are to take care 
of expanding enrollments. 


The colleges asked for an ad- 


ditional $7.5 million a year for 
a total appropriation of $27 mil- 
lion. The council allowed only 


$3 million of the requested in- 
crease. 


So (here are fiscal problems. 


Crank predicted that the Joint 
Budget Committee will solve 
them without a floor fight. He 
said he committee most likely 
will look for additional rev- 
enues, but he said there is no 
sentiment for an increase in 
general taxes, such as the sales 
and incom taxes. 


But he said (here is a strong 


possibility that the committee 
will recommend a withholding 
system for the income lax, a 
move that Revenue Commis- 
sioner J, Orvlllc Cheney estir 
mates would bring in an addi- 
tional $5 million a year wtihout 
an increase in the tax rate. 


Crank also said the legis- 


lature may increase the cigar- 
ette lax by two cents a pack to 
provide additional general rev- 
enues. 


Such a tax increase probably 


would be earmarked for city 
and county turnback. The Leg- 
islative Council did not increase 
the turnback allocation 
from 


general revenues and the cities 
and counties are demanding an 
increase. They didn't get one 
two years ago. 


The Joint Budget Committee 


has 12 members — seven from 
the House and five from the 
Senate with appointments made 
by the speaker and lieutenant 
governor respectively. 


Normally these appointments 


have been made by this time of 
year, but nothing is definite this 
year because the contest for
